('annriit To Spend $.100,000,000 On 
War Veteran* This Year 

A grateful Canada in 1946 alone 
expects to spend more than $500,- 
000.000 on its war veterans, an 
amount greater than the ordinary 
running costs of the federal govern¬ 
ment itself outside of war expend!* 
tilths. 

Never before in its history has 
Canada Contemplated such a colossal 
expenditure in a single year on war 
veterans. To be handled through the 
Department 6f Veterans Affairs, it 
wiH Include gratuities, re-establish¬ 
ment credits, unemployment benefits, 
medical services, vocational training, 
university training, housing, settle¬ 
ment on small holdings or farms, and 
purchase of equipment. 

After the war, 1919 was the peak 
expense for veterans, and about 
$300,000,000 was used up. 

Although Canada’s post-discharge 
benefits for its servicemen are al¬ 
ready the envy of every other nation, 
they are still not complete. 

When the first parliamentary ses¬ 
sion of 1946 begins, the hard-work¬ 
ing Veteran Affairs’ committee will 
be reconstituted and carry on the 
work it began last autumn. Still to 
be threshed out by this all-party 
group of ex-servicemen, who in com¬ 
mittee have tossed personal politics 
to the winds in favor of getting the 
best for the fighting men, are five 
main subjects: 

The Canadian Pension Act; the 
War Veterans’ Allowance Act, which 
provides for living allowances for 
aged or incapacitated veterans; the 
medical treatment regulations; Civil 
Service preference; other groups, not 
actually servicemen, for instance, 
merchant seamen, fire fighters, aux¬ 
iliary services, V.A.D., Red Cross, 
civilian pilots —Ottawa Citizen.

A.— The Green “S” coupons in ra¬ 
tion bock 5 are to be used for the 
purchase of sugar and preserves. The 
first “S” coupon becomes valid in 
February. 


IN A MESSAGE ISSUED at the close of 1946 by Hon. J. L. Ilsley, 
Minister of Finance, it was stated that serious consideration is now being 
given to the setting up of some organized plan for peacetime saving. This 
plan would resemble the Victory Loan campaign or the War Savings Cer¬ 
tificate drives which have been carried out during the past six years, for 
the purpose of financing the war. The people of Canada have invested 
heavily in beth victory bonds and war savings stamps, and a large per¬ 
centage of the money raised, came from small investors who would not 
likely have put their savings into government bonds in time of peace. 
Much of the money also came from investors who were encouraged to 
undertake systematic saving through the pay roll deductions plan 1 used for 
the Victory Loans.

U.S. Will Test Atomic Bomb On

the curtain on its plans for testing 
the atomic bomb against a great 
armada of fighting ships—an experi¬ 
ment expected to revolutionize sea 
warfare. 

A guinea pig fleet of 97 vessels, 
ranging from carriers and battle¬ 
ships, submarines and transports to 
an assortment of smaller craft, will be 
the atomic target in the vast opera¬ 
tion to start in May. 


Orson W elle* Comments On Ponal- j 
bilities Of The Future 

The universe, said Orson Welles, is 
getting awfully small, and very won¬ 
derful. 

Call scientists dreamers if you will. 1 
Believe nothing can keep the world 
from going to pieces. But Welles be¬ 
lieves the Army’s contact with the 
moon may solve the housing short¬ 
age and the problem of how to keep 
Junior from getting underfoot. 

Welles, who seven years ago gave 
a large portion of the population a 
case of hysteria with his “Invasion 
from Mars” radio fantasy, was im¬ 
pressed with the news of the Army's 
radar achievements. 

“And I was the fool who thought 
my broadcast was hokum,” he said. 

So ends an era. Welles commented 
that the time was gene > hen all a 
mother had to do was worry about 
what deviltry Johnny was up to in 
the backyard. Now she must worry 
about his catching a cold romping 
around in inter-planetary space with¬ 
out his rubbers. 

“I think the day will come when 
children will play in space, as they 
do in backyards.” Welles said. 

“There’ll be no need to fear Mars 
or the moon,” he said. “Instead of 
Mars attacking us. it will bo a real 
estate subdivision.” 

The Army Signal Corps’ forecast 
of space ships flying thousands of 
miles through the ionosphere made 
Mars a much more pleasant place to 
think about on dark nights, he said. 

“We now realize the possibility of 
inter-planetary excursions. I hope 
that they will be for scientific re¬ 
search and maybe for pleasure, 
eventually, and not for reasons of 
refuge.” 

Radar contact with a planet 238,- 
857 miles away holds a “grimly hum¬ 
orous warning,” he added. 

“It should tell us that the way 
we're• handling the affairs of the 
world, we may find someday that the 
Only way to continue life will be by 
fleeing to another planet.” Welles 
said. 


Vessel Guided By Radar Steamed 
Blind Up The Thames 

The 3.000-ton H.M.S. Pollux steam¬ 
ed ^Wind” up the foggy Thames es¬ 
tuary* guided only by the “magic 
eycf of its radar equipment. 

Thb experimental ' radar ship, a 
former Russian ice-breaker, man¬ 
euvered its way past shipping and 
between bouys in its path, solely on 
directions telephoned to.the captain 
on the bridge by the navigating 
officer in charge af radar apparatus 
in a darkened cabin below decks. 

On the circular screen of a grey 
metal box three feit tall, the navi¬ 
gator cf old see almost as in an Aerial 
photograph the coastline and every 
obstruction in the river for a radius 
of nearly three miles.

Most of the Indians no longer be¬ 
lieve in the healing powers of the 
witch doctor, but by those who do, a 
false face, a tortcise-shell rattle and 
a few dried herbs are considered as 
effective against an illness or infirm¬ 
ity as penicillin, a sulfa drug or a 
shot of adrenalin. 

The masks Two-Axe wears, the 
songs he sings and the rattle he uses 
are sacred things, even today, to 
most Indians. Whether or not they 
believe in them, they respect them 
because, as cne Indian on the reser¬ 
vation put it, they are part of a 
heritage. 

Two-Axe can brew a mixture of 
herbs medicinally good for a human 
body. He can dry a root to cure a 
stomach-ache or headache, or help a 
fever or a rhuematic pain. He says 
some of the things he knows about 
roots and herbs are the basis for 
patent medicines the white man has 
been making for years.

It 
is also used in the manufacture of 
shortening and in making soap, and 
it makes, fine salad and cooking oil. 
As cake meal it provides fattening 
for livestock, much the same as soy¬ 
bean, cottonseed and linseed meal.

Antique Furniture 


Post-War Britain Is Going Mad 
Over Art Treasures 

Poat-war Britain la "going mad 
over" antique furniture, paintings 
and ornaments, and a similar boom 
is predicted-fm*’-Up* United States 
within two hr three years. 

At London^ “two largest nrt mic¬ 
tion houses, t^hebjra and Christie’s, 
spokesmen said tKaT while there had 
been no fantastic fjtiOes for nny one 
item, even "the mdfet or<4Hary M Wrt 
treasures bring two to flvr times 
their pre-war price. ; * 

"We’ve found thaf tm» market here 
is about two yt*hT^ ah« d<t of the 
United States,'* Chtrles Des Graz, a 
partner at Sotheby's said, i “and good 
henlthy American buying is still tak¬ 
ing place which means they antici¬ 
pate a boom.. • 

"I notice that the extraordinarily 
high prices are fetched by ordinary 
things rather than by extraordinary 
things,” Des Graz added. "It’s not 
that things bring. $ 8 , 000 . but that 
things which tifcerl to fetch $80 now 
bring $400." 

At Christie's. Sir Alec Martin, 
managing director, said that the gen¬ 
eral level of things of quality, "pro¬ 
vided they are on the smallish side," 
was much higher than before the 
war but that there hnd been no real 
test of an outstanding article, such 
as a really great Gainsborough of 
a Rembrandt, since there have been 
none on the market. 

He said people do not want “col¬ 
lectors items" so much as things of 
some serviceable value which they 
can’t buy new. such as English and 
foreign china, Georgian silvei* frather 
than formerly popular Elizabethan), 
small furniture, pictures, carpets and 
curtains. 

Chippendale tables. "just big 
enough for a glass and an ashtray" 
now bring $400 to $800 where a few 
years ago they brought $60 to $80; 
a writing table that formerly cost 
$1,600 now costs $5,200; a diamond 
braclet worth $90 before now is 
worth $1,200; Audubon’s book of 
birds, one of the ccpies of which 
brought the world s record price of 
$9,600 in 1937, now averages $14,800 
for a “quite bad copy.” 

A Dresden china service is worth 
$2,000 or twice its pre-war price; a 
small Florentine engraving will bring 
$8,400; china and porcelain orna¬ 
ments sell from $120 to $1,200, and 
a plain silver tea trav brings $6,400.

The Associated Press is making 
direct distribution of world news to 
newspapers in Turkey. It is the first 
time an outside news service has 
done so. 

There are 106 trade unions in Ni¬ 
geria according to the latest regis¬ 
tration. The membership of the in¬ 
dividual unions varies from 10 to 
nearly 3.000. 

The United States, under its new- 
liberalized occupation policy, may 
send up to 1,000,000 bales of cotton 
to Japan. General MacArthur has 
approved the program. 

The first newspaper to be printed 
daily in Canada was the Montreal 
Daily Advertiser in 1833. Today, 90 
daily newspapers from coast to coast 
keep Canadians informed. 

The Arethusa training ship is now 
back at her berth in the Medway, 
near Chatham. England, and it is 
hoped she will soon have her full 
complement of 240 boys training for 
the Royal Navy. 

All restrictions have been removed 
on areas formerly used as practice 
bombing ranges by R.C.A.F. training 
schools in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta. The areas are declared 
safe for public use. 

The destruction and scuttling of 
110 U-boats taken from Germany 
has been concluded by the British 
Navy. Only 30 underwater craft 
from Germany’s once numerous wolf 
packs still are in existence.

PENICILLIN INEFFECTIVE 
WHERE LOCKJAW CONCERNED 

T^tanua, moro eomrmmly known as 
lockjaw, does not respond to penicil¬ 
lin treatment, according to Dr. W. A. 
Altcmeier of tho University of Cin¬ 
cinnati College of Medicine nnd the 
Cincinnati General Hospital. His 
findings, based on a clinical study of 
16 cases of established generalized 
tetanus, were published in a recent 
issue of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. * 

“Penicillin has not been beneficial 
in the treatment of tetanus because 
it has no effect on the Clostridium 
tetani toxin," wrote Dr, Altemeier. 
He wont on to explain that tetanus 
is an acute infectious disease of the 
central nervous system caused by 
germs called Clostridium tetani. 

He said that lockjaw occurs so fre¬ 
quently in small and insignificant 
wounds because those do not receive 
a physician’s attention, whereas pa¬ 
tients with large wounds are im¬ 
mediately injected with tetanus anti¬ 
toxin which prevents the poison from 
spreading. 

In this connection it is interesting 
to recall that Dr. Nellos Silverthorne 
of Toronto, chairman of the National 
Immunization Committee of the 
Health League of Canada, advocates 
use of tetanus toxoid as an immun¬ 
ization agent against lockjaw. In a 
widely publicized article in the 
magazine "Health" some months ago, 
he emphasized there is now available, 
either singly or combined with other 
immunizing agents, an effective 
tetanus toxoid—an agent similar in 
effect to diphtheria toxoid.

Expensive Ceremony 


Diamonds To Weigh Agn liltan Sent 
In Crash-Proof Boxes 

Special "crash-proof" containers 
are being made in Britain to carry 
thousands of diamonds to India to 
weight the Aga Khan at the celebra¬ 
tion of his diamond jubilee as spirit¬ 
ual head of the Ismaili Moslem sect. 

Present weight of the Agn Khan 
is estimated at 238 pounds. 

The diamonds, obtained from a 
diamond syndicate in London with 
the eo-operation of the British and 
Indian Governments, will be brought 
to India under special escort. The 
celebration will take place at the 
Bradbourne Stadium, Bombay, before 
about 40,000 followers and guests. 
It will be repeated in Dar-es-Salaam, 
East Africa, in August for the bene¬ 
fit of the Aga Khan’s followers in 
Africa. The Ismaili Moslem sect 
numbers about 20,000,000 followers 
in Asia, Africa and Europe. 

Followers in India alone have col¬ 
lected more than $1,800,000. About 
$900,000 will bo polished diamonds 
which will be bought as souvenirs by 
follower** The remainder will be un- 
evt industrial diamonds which will be 
returned to the syndicate after the 
African ceremony. 

A special pair of giant scales with 
a throne on which the Aga Khan will 
sit is being constructed in India.

A Strange Gem 


Idea Of Englishman 


What Bottle* tan Do In Ocean 
Travel In Remarkable 

It is a pity there can be no record 
of the voyaging of a bottle throwm 
into the sea off South Australia 28 
years ago and containing a letter 
which has just been delivered to its 
addressee at Aylesbury. What bot¬ 
tles can do in the way of ocean travel 
is remarkable, and not the least fas¬ 
cinating point is the great difference 
in various recorded instances of the 
rate of drift. In 1913 a bottle thrown 
into the sea at Studland Bay, Dorset, 
came ashore eleven months later at 
Christchurch. New Zealand, and an¬ 
other bottle put overboard off Cape¬ 
town in 1912 was found on the beach 
near Port Philip, Australia, only 
seven months later, while a third 
bottle took four hnd a half years to 
drift frem South Africa to the Shet- 
lands, and a fourth took thirty-tw’o 
years to travel from Stewart’s Is¬ 
land, New Zealand, to the coast of 
Australia. 

Much, of course, depends on the 
currents the bottles happen to en¬ 
counter. Captain Simpson who 
launched some 10,000 bottles on ex¬ 
perimental voyages, found that 10 
per cent, of them came to shore, 
though some of them travelled over 
10,000 miles, and he reckoned that 
the average rate of drift was less 
than half a mile per hour.— Manches¬ 
ter Guardian. 


Mail Who Introduced Daylight Saving 
Died Before It Was Tried 

The British Kent County Journal 
has an interesting article on Sir Wil¬ 
liam Willett. Though born at Farn- 
ham in Surrey in 1856, Willett lived 
most of his life at Chislehurst in 
Kent, and it was whilst riding early 
one morning on Chislehurst common, 
and noting how many bedroom blinds 
were down and people wasting beau¬ 
tiful hours of fresh sunshine, he con¬ 
ceived the idea of daylight saving. 
Willett, who was a builder by trade, 
was not an M.P., but he got his friend 
Robert Pearse to introduce the Day¬ 
light Saving Bill in Parliament in 
1908. It took the First Great War, 
how’ever, to persuade the politicians 
to pass it in 1916, by which time 
Willett had published nineteen edi¬ 
tions of his "Waste of Daylight" 
pamphlet and had been dead just a 
year. He did not live to see his in¬ 
spiration achieved, anti certainly 
never envisaged such a possibility as 
Double Summer Time, the achieve¬ 
ment of yet another Great War.

Probe Secrets 
Of The Arctic 


OTTAWA. - Scientists have started, 
investigations aimed at disclosing 
the untold wealth In vast uninhabited 
northern wastes, eliminating the 
scrntch and buzz of aurora berealis 
in radios, improving 
generally increasing 
edge. 

First step taken by Die newly- 
created Arctic institute of North 
America — established through in¬ 
ternational co-operation by Canada, 
United States, Newfoundland and 
Denmark, but conducted as a private 
organization—has been the offer of 
two $1,500 fellowship* for Arctic 
scientific study. 

This is a start in solving the sec¬ 
rets of the Arctic and building a 
storehouse of information on every 
aspect of that great silent area which 
can be used for both commercial and 
military purposes. 

An ofiicial has declared, however, 
it is coincidence, rather than sig-: 
nificance that one of the board of 
governors of the institute is Lt.-Col. 1 
J. T. Wilson, leader of the army j 
Muskox operation which will trek 
through 3,200 miles of Canada’s sub- 
Arctic. 

"The military aspect of our work 
is only incidental and It might in¬ 
terest you to know thnt we hope 
to arrange a comprehensive exchange 
of information with other countries 
interested in Arctic research such as 
Russia, which already has made ex¬ 
tensive studies in this area,” he 
added. 

The institute plans to leave prac¬ 
tical work, such as establishment of 
weather and geological stations to 
government bureaus, but will work 
closely with international scientific 
expeditions and surveys that may be 
conducted extensively in the future. 

No nationality restrictions have 
been placed on the fellowship which 
will permit study of a wide range 
of Arctic subjects from biology to 
meteorology. 

Scientists hope the practical ap¬ 
plication of this prograrw eventually 
will see the Arctic opened to year- 
round regular transport and co¬ 
incident development of mineral de¬ 
posits. Study of the effect of the 
disruptive but colorful northern 
lights on radio communications may 
have far reaching effects on reduc¬ 
ing noise and interference on regular 
commercial radio networks. 

Investigations of magnetic condi¬ 
tions at the magnetic North Pole and 
a study of atmospherics likely will 
result in improving both polar and 
world navigation conditions and 
facilities. 


CIVIL AVIATION 


Would Train Veterans Who Have 
Flying Experience 

WINNIPEG.—If the same "top 
training” were given to the many 
ex-servicemen seeking jobs in civil 
aviation as provided under the Com¬ 
monwealth Air Training plan dur¬ 
ing the War, Canada would be kept 
in the foreground of world aviation, 
J. R. Morgan, Brandon-Virden Flying 
club, told delegates to the Royal 
Canadian Flying clubs convention 
here. 

A gap exists between training in 
the air force and that required for 
bush llying, he said, and this gap has 
to be filled or paid for in lives. 

Discussion at the opening session 
of the convention centred on ways of 
speeding the growth of civil aviaticn 
by easing regulations governing sep¬ 
aration of pilot instructors into cate¬ 
gories and the opening of schools by 
the department of veterans affairs 
for training veterans with flying ex¬ 
perience. 

The suggestion that schools be 
established was contained in a brief 
presented to the government by Mr. 
Morgan and approved by the dele¬ 
gates. 

STORM OF FROTEST 

Over Increased Cost Of Radio 
licenses In Britain 

LONDON.—A storm of protest 
gathered around the heads of Bri¬ 
tain's Labor government over last 
week’s announcement hiking the 
cost of listening to the British Broad¬ 
casting Company from 10 shillings 
($2.25) to a pound ($4.50) a year. 

As a dozen members of parliament 
demanded detailed reasons for the 
boost in the annual wireless license, 
Herbert Morriscn, lord president of 
the council, explained: 

"If w’e are to get the institution 
(BBC) to pay its way and if there 
is to be room for development, it 
cannot be done on 10 shillings a 
year.”

which the Australian 8th division 
was decimated by the Japanese. 

Although it is presumed an in¬ 
quiry could only he undertaken by 
! Britain, a constant stream of edi-

are appearing in Sydney newspapers, 
j There is little indication as yet, how¬ 
ever, that the Australian government 
1 will request any investigation, al¬ 
though Prime Minister Chifley is

Ceremony Is 
Is Held At Old 
Sub-Arctic Fort 


CHURCHILL, Man.—In a sombre 
sub-Arctic setting modern and 
medieval methods of warfare stood 
in bizarre contrast as a fleet of snow¬ 
mobiles carried a delegation repre¬ 
senting seven foreign governments to 
Fort Prince of Wales, oldest stone 
fort in ‘Western Canada. 

Representing the latest technique 
in winter travel, the Canadian- 
developed snowmobiles drew to a halt 
before the massive structure which 
juts into Hudson Bay on a peninsula 
About nine miles from the Muskox 
base camp near here. 

As the party of visiting military | 
attaches conducted by Maj. H. P. j 
Emond of Ottawa climbed out of the I 
tank-like vehicles and entered the j 
fort, a seven-man guard of honor un¬ 
der Sgt. Maj. Ed. McCarthy of Win¬ 
nipeg. standing at attention on the 
embrasured 20-foot-high walls, pre¬ 
sented arms. 

It was believed the first time a 
guard has been mounted at the 213- 
year-old fort since Governor Samuel 
Hearne returned in 1783 after sur¬ 
rendering the star-shaped fortress j 
the year before to a force of 400 
Frenchmen under Jean Francois 
Galoup, Comte de la Perouse, who 
landed his men in three sailing ves¬ 
sels. 

When the visiting delegates from ! 
the governments of Belgium. Chile. I 
France, Norway, Peru, Russia and 
tlie United Stutcs entered the fort, a I 
24-pounder cannon was fired by Robert j 
Urquhart, Hudson's Bay Company 
factor in Churchill who came here 
from Aberdeen 25 years ago. 

Urquhart said he "improvised” a 
shell for the antique canncn by stuf¬ 
fing powder in a two-inch pipe and 
plugging the ends with wood. 

After the delegates inspected the 
ruins of the old fort, built from 1733 
to 1771, they gathered in a circle 
around skeleton remains of brick 
walls within the citadel, partially de¬ 
stroyed by the French who captured 
the structure in 1782 without firing 
a shot. 

Lt.-Col. P. D. Baird of Montreal, 
talking first in English and then in 
French, told the visiting delegation 
which included several officials from 
defence headquarters in Ottawa he 
hopes the fort "with its obsolete 
weapons will be a symbol for us— 
that we can new go forward to¬ 
gether in friendship to the peaceful 
development of our countries.” 

It is one of the main purposes of 
Exercise Muskox to contribute to¬ 
ward the development of the huge 
.empty n< rthlands of Canada which 
stretch from here to the top of the 
world. Col. Baird then led the party 
in singing "God Save the King”. 

-The guard of honor wore new 
Muskox Hashes picturing an aero¬ 
plane, ship and tank to represent all 
branches of the service.

Should Not Promise More Than 
Could Be Performed 

LONDON.—State Secretary Paul 
Martin of Canada told the United 
Nations economic and social council: 
"It is essential that we should from 
the beginning keep a sense of pro¬ 
portion and not promise ourselves or 
others more than we are able to 
perform.” 

At the same time he stressed that 
there arc few tasks confronting the 
United Nations of more vital import¬ 
ance than those to be undertaken 
by the council. 

At the second meeting of the 18- 
pewer body on which Mr. Martin rep¬ 
resents Canada he said primary re¬ 
sponsibility for the pursuit of policies 
designed to accomplish the purposes 
of the council—promotion of higher 
standards of living, full employment 
and economic and social progress— 
rests for the time being on the na¬ 
tional governments. 


HEADS INQUIRY BODY Liciit.- 
Gen. Price Montague, former Cana¬ 
dian army chief of staff, has been 
appointed to head a court of inquiry 
which will investigate the administra¬ 
tion of Canadian forces in the 
Netherlands since VE-day. The in¬ 
vestigation was ordered after Lieut.- 
Gen. Guy Simonds of Kingston, Ont., 
commander of Canadian forces in 
Europe, had announced that "irregu¬ 
larities” had been found in the affairs 
of the Canadian army amenities con¬ 
trol organization.

D. D. Rosen be i ry of 
Ottawa, federal timber controller, 
told the annual convention of the 
Western Retail Lumbermen’s Asso¬ 
ciation here that indications were 
lumber production in Canada would 
reach a new' high in 1946.

The announcement said an agiec- 
ment on the evacuation recently was 
reached between the British and 
Canadian government. 

The total of German prisoners in 
Canada if. approximately 34.000. Of 
these, approximately 13,000 have been 
employed on works projects, the ma- 
| jority working in lumber camps. 

The announcement said: 

"As the process of evacuation will 
depend on transportation facilities 
and will, therefore, cover several 
months, the prisoners of war so em¬ 
ployed will be available in this coun¬ 
try until the end of the winter lum¬ 
bering season." 

The defence department will be 
responsible for the movement of the 
prisoners to Britain. 

The announcement did not say 
when the prisoners .would move frem 
Britain to their conquered home¬ 
land, but there have been reports this I 
. movement would be deferred because 
of the acute shortage of housing and 
food in Germany. 

Prisoners who wished to do so 
have been permitted to work, receiv¬ 
ing compensation established by 
scales under international conven¬ 
tions governing treatment of pris¬ 
oners of war. 

Last summer, 3.496 Germans were 
.employed in agriculture, 1,650 work¬ 
ing in Alberta. 1,130 in Ontario and 
716 in Manitoba. 

Others were engaged in legging 
j operations and food and materials 
productions operations. 

The bulk of the prisoners were held 
in Alberta, which housed 20,000 in 
camps there. 

Some of the Nazis have been in 
the Dominion mere than five years. 

* They are the "originals," the first 
group of captives to arrive in Can¬ 
ada in 1940. Later other and larger 
groups arrived. 

Lethbridge, Alta., reports recently 
said at least 60 per cent, of the Ger¬ 
mans held in Alberta wanted to stay 
in the Dominion, but a return tabled 
i in the commons at the last session 
showed that only 75 of the 35.000 
held had asked formal permission to 
remain.

MAY RETURN SOON 


Possibility Canadian Troops Will Bo 
Home By End Ol Month 

OTTAWA.—The 60,000 Canadian 
troops still overseas, exclusive of the 
occupation force, may be back in 
Canada by the end of February if 
shipping allocation for the remainder 
of this month and next are main¬ 
tained, Defence Minister Abbott said. 

Mr. Abbott said, however, some 
might have to remain because a size¬ 
able staff still must be maintained at 
Canadian military headquarters in 
London in addition to specialized in¬ 
stallations for maintaining the occu¬ 
pation force. 

There also was doubt whether the 
few remaining repatriation depots in 
Britain would be able to shut up shop 
in time to catch the last February 
sailing. However, the number re¬ 
maining in at the end of February 
was not expected to be large. 

Mr. Abbott said more than 200,000 
of the 285,000 Canadian servicemen 
and women in Europe at the end of 
hostilities last May already have re¬ 
turned to Canada. 


YALTA AGREEMENT 

In Support Of Russia's Claim To The 
Kurile Islands 

WASHINGTON. State Secretary 
Byrnes said that United States mili¬ 
tary chiefs were fully aware of a 
secret Yalta agreemnt for Anglo- 
American support < f Russia’s claim 
to the Japanese Kurile Islands. 

Under the Roosevelt - Churchill - 
Stalin agreement, he said, the United 
States and Britain agreed to support 
Russia’s claim to southern Sakahlin. 
big island north of Japan, as well as 
the Kurile chain, which the Japanese 
used as a springboard early in the 
war their assault on the Aleutians. 

So secret was the document that 
Mr. Byrnes ackm wlcdged at his 
press conference that neither he nor 
President Truman knew of its exist¬ 
ence until after Japan's collapse in 
August nearly seven months after 
it was drafted. 

But he emphasized that the initial 
secrecy was imposed for sound rea¬ 
sons, saying its disclosure would have 
provided a tip-off to Japan that 
Russia was planning to enter the 
Pacific war. 

CHIMNF.Y SWEEP 

Member Of A Noted British Family 
Goes Into Business 

SLOUGH. England.—G. A. Suther- 
land-Leveson-Gower, member of the 
noted British family which holds at 
least two peerages, has set himself 
up here as a chimney sweep. 

He had published the following ad¬ 
vertisement : 

"All types of chimney swept. All 
orders promptly attended to. Usual 
charges. Support local enterprise. 
A postcard will bring him to your 
doo • or call on G. A. Sutherland- 
Leveson-Gower, Lake-Ave., Slough." 

A veteran of the Second Great 
War, the self-styled sweep is a kins¬ 
man of the Duke of Sutherland— 
incumbent of a peerage going back 
to 1833 and of the Earl of Glan- 
ville. 

LOAN TALK 

Britain Wauls To Borrow Money 
From Canada 

OTTAWA. The British govern¬ 
ment likely will announce the names 
of officials who will come here for 
loan talks with Canadian govern¬ 
ment authorities, it was learned. 
Date for the opening of the talks 
will be made known at the same 
time. 

There has been no indication of 
how much Britain wants to borrow 
from Canada, but speculation has 
ranged from $500.000.(MM) to $1,500.- 
000,000. 

BUILDING MATERIAL SHORTAGE 

OTTAWA. — Reconstruction Min¬ 
ister Howe announced appointment 
of a special committee of the Cana¬ 
dian Construction Association to in¬ 
vestigate the continuing shortage of 
construction materials. Headquart¬ 
ers of the committee will be at Ot- 
, tawa. 

STOLEN BUTTER 

WINNIPEG.—A dairy truck con¬ 
taining 400 pounds of butter was 
stolen here while the driver was 
making a delivery.

Shirt Shortage 

Will Have To Wait A Few Months 
To Replenish Stock 

Thousands of Canadians whose 
shirt sleeves and collars are becom¬ 
ing frayed and worn will have to 
wait a few months longer before be¬ 
ing able to replenish their stocks of 
shirts. 

This is the opinion of officials of 
the Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
who state that while shirt produc¬ 
tion is actually up over peacetime 
levels, there just aren’t enough shirts 
to go round. 

The current shortage results frem 
a combination of circumstances none 
of which appears to be controllable. 
The reasons set forth by Board offi¬ 
cials are as follows: 

1. The return to Canada of 
thousands of service men every 
month, each of whom needs three or 
four shirts. This demand on the part 
of servicemen will continue well into 
March when, it is expected, the bulk 
of Canadian servicemen will have 
been returned to Canada. 

2. Lack of shirtings from the 
United States and Great Britain. 

3. Lack of skilled labor. Unfor¬ 
tunately most Canadian shirt factor¬ 
ies are situated in centres where lab¬ 
or is short. Also, Board officials say, 
skilled labor operators who can 
“turn’’ a shirt collar are relatively 
few’ and take many months to train. 

Mussolini's Widow 

Monthly Tension Has Been Granted 
By Italian Authorities 

Italian authorities have granted a 
monthly pension of 15,000 lire to 
to Donna Rachele Mussolini, widow 
of II Duce, following confiscation of 
more than 2,000,000 lire deposited in 
her name in the Naples branch of the 
Bank of Italy. 

Aftonbladet of Stockholm adds 
that Donna Rachele and her two 
youngest children, Romano and An¬ 
na-Maria, are at present interned on 
the island of Ichia, near Naples.

Original Is I.opt In Strong Room In 
Parliament Buildings In 
London 

A House of Lords receipt for 7s 
6d $1.80) made out to* the Canadian 
Press, bears testimony that the orig¬ 
inal British North America Act 
(30 Viet. No. 5) has been inspected. 

Thi s reporter can add that Can¬ 
ada s foundation act came through 
the war as fresh as paint, its print¬ 
ing clear and the vellum pages un¬ 
wrinkled. The red ribbon binding it 
hns faded slightly but the knot is as 
strong and precise as the language in 
the long pages. 

Stout black print sets forth, 
among other things f that a king 
shall bo within the jurisdiction of 
the federal parliament, and even 
stouter print on the cover declares 
the act is for the union of Canada, 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
“and the government thereof; and 
for purposes connected therewith.” 
Date of approval written in ink by a 
strong hand, is March 29, 1867. 

For 7s 6d, the standard fee, the 
act was taken from a strong room 
in the Victoria tower of the parlia¬ 
ment buildings, where it rests among 
thousands of others dating back to 
1485. 

Officials explained the B.N.A. Act 
original is part of an unbroken 
series in their eare. They had not 
heard of suggestions that the original 
should be moved to Canada. 

The bill is signed by J. G. Shaw 
Lefevre, clerk of the parliaments in 
1867, as a sign of royal assent. There 
Is also an inked notation in ancient 
French “la Reyne lc veult” (the 
Queen wishes it), the traditional 
declaration that a measure has come 
before the throne and been approved. 

The B.N.A. Act is of what its cus¬ 
todians call the “flat" type, and 
therefore far easier to handle and 
read than the long, rolled sheaves cf 
vellum covered with great inked let¬ 
ters which are the originals of acts 
passed prior to 1850. 

But for acts of any age the safe¬ 
guards are the same; even for 7s 6d 
they can only be inspected and must 
not leave the custody of the clerk 
of the parliaments. If the act were 
required in a court or a parliament 
a sworn copy would suffice and the 
original would remain secure in the 
tower.

Immigrant Girl Who Took To 
Writing Books 

Jo Sinclair is 32 years old, the 
daughter of immigrants, and born 
soon after their arival in Brooklyn. 
She grew up in a period when Am¬ 
erica was beginning to think that its 
great days were past, that nil fron¬ 
tiers were closed, that a dull and 
regimented life had replaced for¬ 
ever the wide opportunities of its 
fathers. But Jo did not think so. 
She went to work in an attic to 
write a book about immigrant life 
as she had seen it. She had $10 
a week income and this she shared 
equally with her parents. 

The income came, incidentally, 
from an anonymous rich man who was 
devoting his wealth to the encour¬ 
agement of various unknown artists, 
and gambling on an eventual dis¬ 
covery of real talent. In the work 
of Jo he hit the jackpot. For the 
other day her first book won a $10,- 
000 prize offered by Harper and 
Brothers against the competition of 
700 other books. 

Her manuscript was entered at the 
last minute, was hurriedly read and 
revealed itself as a masterpiece.
